Wasninoton, February 4.— 1 he house has 
passed the bill to establish post routes. It 
is the promise of greatly improved facilities 
ef communication in all parts of the coun- 
try. It widens the usefulness of the posta! 
service to a wonderful extent. It proves 
a liberal spirit in the management of pos- 
tal affairs which is at once an evidence of 
the improved education of the people, and 
an aid to further progress. 
The bill seems to have been very fairly 
prepared, with a just consideration of the 
needs of the various states. The new and 
rapidly growing states, of course, demand 
more new routes than the older and more 
settled communities where progress has no; 
so far out-run preparations already rnade. 
The only seemingly too large slice of gov- 
ernment pie is that given to Penns 7] vania, 
but there were doubtless deficiences which 
had to be supplied in that densely popu- 
jated state. New York, it will be seen, 
does not get nearly so many new routes as 
does Penusylvania. To properly estimate 
the value of these postal routes to the 
people we must remember that they accom- 
modate places which have no railroad 
facilities; thin settlements where the meil- 
rider is everybody's friend—where the first 
glimpee of his weary horse is anxiously 
looked foron maii days, and a letter ora 
paper comes likea burst of sunshine from 
the bright, busy world far away, The mail 
rider is an educator—a sort 
of automatic educator, it is true, but a 
very valuable member of society neverthe- 
less.

Several 


breaks in the Jeyee are reported along the bayou 
St, John and Old Basin. This morning the water 
was pouring through Tr+mer market and that 
quarter of the city is partialy flooded. 

A special to the Democrat from Orange, Texas, 
savs the steamer Bertha, heavily loaded with 
merchandise, while laid upforthe ight pear 
ihe parrows took fire and was totally destroyed 

No lives lost. The boat and cargo were valued 
at $35,000, insuredin New Orleans and Galveston 
agencies. 

The gale which set in yesterday continues, 
This morning the.firemen’s lookout tower, at 162 
Julia street, fell. crushing the roof of the build. 
ing. numbers 164 and 1 6 Julia street, doing $5,0.0 
damage. The tower cost $1 000. The gale carried 
the waters of the gulf over the lowlands along 
the route of the New Orleans and Mobile rail- 
road, and it is reported to nizht that a portion of 
the track between Micheaux aud Lookout 
stations is submerged and several miles washed 
out. No train has passed over the road since 2 
o'clock this morning. A freight train is reported 
wrecked between Micheaux and Chefmenteur. 
The telegraph wires are nearly all down.

Bishop Simpson gives information about 
the arrangements so far made for the Ecu- 
menical Methodist Congress, to be held in 
London from the 7th to the 20th of Sep- 
tember next, It will come off in the City 
Road chapel; the old church built original- 
ly by John Wesley.

hundred delegates are to be chosen, two 
bundred from the eastern and western con 
tinents respectively. The American list 
bas as yet not been perfected, although a 
few weeks will decide the matter. One half 
the number to be chosen will be ministers, 
the other half laymen. Thenumber of del 
evates assigned to each of the branches 
of the Methodist church are as follows: In 
the United States—Methodist Episcopal, 
north, 80; Methodist Episcopal, south, 33; 
Atrican Methodist Episcopal Zion church.

Report of the Committee on Ways and Means, 
Favorable to the Designation of Atlanta as 
a Port of Entry—The Secretary of 
the Treasury's Indorsement. 


Dr. Felton, from the committee on ways 
and means, submitted the following report: 

This subject was before the committee on 
commerce during the forty-fifth congress. 
The chairman of that committee, in an- 
swer toan inquiry addressed to the secre- 
tary of the treasury touching the propriety 
of such legislation, received the following 
reply: : 

TREASURY DEPARTMENT, OPFICE OF THE SEc- 
RETARY,. WasHINGTON, D C , December 10, 1877. 
—ir: I have the bonor to acknowledge the re- 
ceipt ofa ietter from your co mmittee, dated the 
6th instsnt, inclosing a copy of house bill No. 
235, entitied “A billto establish Atlanta, in the 


state of Georgia, a port of delivery,’’ a .d requ st 
ing the opinion of this department in regard to 


the same. 

Ports of delivery have heretofore been establish - 
ed only upon the navigable waters of the U nited 
States, and many of the ports sO established by 
law have been abolished by th 


ry u 
by section 263 of che revised statutes. Should the 
city of Atlanta, to which dutiable goods can be 

be made a port as pro- 

, & preceden be esiablished for 

ng like privileges to every important inland city 
in the country. 

The expense and difficulty of collecting ‘the 
revenue from customs would thus be largely in- 
creased without adding to the aggregate amount 
of such revenue.

have received your letter ofthe 16th instant, 
inclosing a copy of house bill No. 3520, to estab 
lish a portofdelivery at Indianapolis, Ind.. and 
requesting my views asto the propriety of its 


PAaxsage. 

In reply I have to state that the policy of the 
government seems to have been heretofore to 
estabiish ports of delivery only at points upon 
uavigavic Wetora of the United States, and most 
of the legislation ou +bhis subject was had at a 
period when dutiable goods cuuid anlv be trans- 
ported by means of vessels on such nayvigele 
waters. 

The ports so established, with the exception of 
some which were made interior ports .{ destina- 
tion by what is known as the immediate trans- 
portation act of 1870, embraced in sections 2990 to 
2998 of the revised statutes, have bec me of little 
importan e, and many of them have been discon- 
tinued by the secretary of the treasury in pursu- 
avce of authority conferred on him by section 
253 revised statutes. 

In my annual report of 1878 I recommended 
that authority be given to the secretary of the 
treasury to consolidate districts and abolish ports 
of entry in cases where the revenue received does 
not amouut to $10,000 perannum. Atthetimeof 
the creation of most of the collection districts 
and ports of entry the present system of importa- 
tion by steamships and of rapid railroad traus- 
portation of imported gecds to interior ports did 
not exist. 

In consequence of the establishment of great 
steamship lives between the large seaboard cities 
and foreign portsaud the increased and improv- 
ed means of rapid transportation inland, by rail, 
the business of importing foreign goods is now 

rincipally centered at Buston, New York, Phila- 

elphia, Baltimore, New Orleans, and San Fran- 
cisco. ' 

At many places on the seaboard whieh once 
possessed considerable foreign trade nu importa 
tious have been made for years, and no reason 
exists for their continuance as ports of entry. 

It is therefore a question worthy of the careful 
consideration of cou.gress whether the secretary 
of the treasury should not be clothed with pow r 
to esta lish as ports of delivery, u:der the im- 
mediate transportation act, important interior 
cities of not lessthan {0,000 inhahitants having 
directand unbroken rail conuection with the 
seaboard ports, aud to discontiuue as ports those 
places on the :eaboard which are no longer of 
commercia! importance, but at which, under the 
law, collectors and other officers of the customs 
are required to be statione?. 

Such arrangement would give flexibility to the 
customs service and enable the treasury depart- 
ment to imake such changes from time to time as 
might seem to be required by the course of trade 
and commerce, wituout increasing the aggregate 
cost of collecting the revenue. 

If the creation of the new portsis not coupled 
with authority to abolish those already estab- 
lisned, at which little or no business is transacted, 
the .xpen-es of colleciiou will be largely ia- 
creased without adding to the aggregate receipts 
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and for other purposes,” 
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Under its magica! influence cities far out 
in the interior of the United States spring 
up, and in a few years, in wealth, pepula- 
tion, commercial enterprise, and all the es 
sentials of prosperity, dwarf our seemingly 
more eligibly located seaport cities. F 

This is eminently true of Atlanta. The 
writer of this report bas stood upon the 
ground now covered by this thrifty and 
enterprising city when it was well-nigh an 
unbroken forest. 

One railroad gave it birth, and the mui- 
tiplicity of rdilroads has made it the com- 
mercial center of many states. 

These great railroad centers will multiply 
as our Vey mpeg and industries move 
westward ; for, in the fature, railroads wil) 
create cities and build up commerce, as 
ships have created and sustained them in 
the past. 

Possibly in the near future some of our 
seaports Once prosperous and promising. 
will become mere gateways to some interior 
metropolis, and it would be great injustice 
to those young and growing cities to handi 
cap them with the obsol@ commercial 
ideas of & century ago, to compel them to 
locate their bonded warehouses hundred« 
of miles from their own railroad depots or 
abandon direct importation altogether and 
buy their goods at increased expense from 
importing merchants in New York and 
Boston, 

Let us, then, when the commercial im- 
portance of an interior city authorizes such 
action, constitute it a t as provided for 
by the act of June 10, feo, entitied “An 
acttoamend the statutes in relation two 

of dutable goods, 
The government 
can lose nothing by this policy, and the ex 
creased expense will be more than counter- 
balanced by the increased importation of 
foreign goods. The expense will probably 
not be augmented at all if the secretary of 
the tredsury has the discretionary power 


conferred upon him by future 
lezislation to abolish ports which 
have diminished in foreign 
trade until the revenues collected will not 


meet the expenses of their collection.

boy, a flaxen-haired youth of about four- 
teen years, was then induced to relate bis 
extraordinary tale, being, in substance, the 
particulars of the abduction. The lad 
recollected having lived ina large city, 
under the care of a woman he called Betsey. 
One day, while playing in the street, two 
men drove upina buggy, one of them 
wearing a broad-brimmed straw hat.

The Rew Ageut of the Peabody Fand. 

The Rey. Dr. J. L. M. Curry, who was 
last week elected by the trustees of the 
Peabody fund to the vacancy created by 
the death of the lamented Dr. is 
neither a native of Alabama nor of Vir- 
ginia. He is a Georgian by birth, having 
been ‘born in Lincoln county in 1825. He 
was graduated at the University of Geor- 
gia in 1545, and at the law school of Har- 
vard university in 1845. His family re- 
moved to Alabama when he was quite 
young. He went through the 
Mexican war as a Texas ranger, 
but at its close he returned to Alabama. 
In 1847, 1853 and 1855 be served the pub- 
lic as a member of ‘the Alabama legisla- 
ture; in 1856 he was a presidential elec- 
tor; from 1857 to 1861 he was a 
of congress; in 1861 he took a seat in the 
confederate congress; in 1864 he entered 
the confederate army, serving to the close 
of the war, when he was in command of 
a regiment of cavalry. In 1865 he was 
elected president. of Howard college, a 
prominent Baptist college located at 
Marion in Alabama. He was ordained 
to the Baptist ministry in 1866, and in 
1868 he was elected professor of the Eng- 
lish language in Richmond college, and 
afterwards became president of this strong 
Baptist institution of Virginia. During 
the hot canvass of 1$79 in thag state he 
made many strong speeches in favor of 
maintaining the credit of the old com- 
monwealth. We cannot do better than 
to add at the foot of this article a tribute 
to Dr. Curry that we clip from the col- 
umns of a zealous rapebiican paper, the 
Philadelphia Press 

Dr. Curry is a southern man and knows the 
south thoroughly, but heisalsoa man of great 
learning, wide experience as a teacher, ripe judg- 
ment, and progressive yet coaservative. As one 
of the foremost Baptist preachers in the country, 
the heatofone of the léading colleges of that 
denomination, and one of the earliest southern 
advocates of free public education he is widely 
known and universally respected. Although a 
democrat and an ex-confedera'e, he has exerted a 
powerful influenc® in the revival of the sentiment 
of nationality in the south, and in his own state 
enjoys alike the confidence ef both parties and 
both races.
